The whole liqu or regu lation 
system will be u nder the control 
of one m an—an excise director, 
appointed by the governor, and 
who shall receive an annu al 
salary of $6,000. 
As to the m anu factu re of beer 
the bill provides that there can 
be only one m anu factu rer for 
each 225,000 popu lation. Each 
m anu factu rer will be requ ired to 
pay an annu al license fee of 
$5,000. In addition 51 per cent of 
the voting stock of each m anu ­ 
factu ring company mu st be held 
by Indiana residents. 
There can be only one whole­ 
saler for each 20,000 popu lation 
and the license, fee for them will 


be $1,500 with an additional $250 
necessary if they deal in wines. 
The nu mber of dealers will be 
u nlimited bu t the license fee will 
be $300 with an additional $100 
for wines. Sale of beer and wines 
wou ld be permitted in grocery 
stores, dru g stores and confec­ 
tioneries providing the beverage 
was not consu med on the prem ­ 
ises. 
Restau rants wou ld be perm it­ 
ted to sell the beverages with 
meals bu t persons bu ying meals 
wou ld be limited to three bottles 
of beer of twelve ou nces each or 
a pint of wine with a meal. 
Persons bu ying beer from a 
dealer cou ld not bu y less than 
24 bottles of the twelve-ou nce 
size or more than 24 qu arts at a 
time and it wou ld have to be de­ 
livered to the home. Pu rchases 
from grocers, dru g stores or con­ 
fectioners wou ld be limited to 
not more than twelve qu arts at a 
time. 
Sale of beer and wine also 
wou ld be permitted in hotel 
rooms, hotel dining rooms, rail­ 
road dining rooms, dining rooms 
on boats and in clu bs. The license 
fee for hotel dining rooms, res­ 
tau rants and boats wou ld be $300 
for the first fifty gu ests who 
cou ld be served at one time, an 
additional $100 for all u p to IOO 
j 
gu ests and $50 for each fifty 
more. 
In clu bs the license fee wou ld 
be $300 for the first 300 members 
and 25 cents for each additional 
member. A fee of $300 wou ld be 
imposed for each railroad dining 
car. 
As a fu rther sou rce of revenu e 
the state wou ld impose a tax of 
five cents a gallon on beer, pay­ 
able twice each month, and fifty 
cents a gallon on wine. Whole­ 
salers wou ld be requ ired to pay 
a tax of twenty cents a pint on 
wines imported into this state. 
In the pu rchase of wine from 
a dealer the bu yer wou ld be lim­ 
ited to six qu arts. 
For the privilege of serving 
beer in rooms, hotels wou ld be 
requ ired to tak e ou t a dealers li­ 
cense. 
In legalizing the sale of medi­ 
cinal whisk ey it is provided that 
the cost of the prescription shall 
be $1.00 and the tax shall be fifty 
cents a pint. 
The bill also seek s to discou r­ 
age the mak ing of home brew 
beer by placing heavy taxes on 
malt, m alt syru ps, wort and other 
lik e materials. A heavy tax also 
is levied on so-called wine ton­ 
ics.

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DELINQUENTS MUST PAY 
A representativ e grou p of persons inteiestcd 
in the welfare of the city , v oiced almost a u nan­ 
imo us opinion Tu esday night before the city 
co uncil, that u nder the present conditions, the 
city shou ld not be ex pected to prov ide electric 
lights for u nemploy ed and those liv ing off of the 
township fu nds. 
It was pointed ou t that there are many delin­ 
q u ent patrons. 
The real 
attack shou ld 
be 
lau nched against the patron who can afford 
to 
pay , and who is ru nning delinq u ent becau se the 
city has been generou s enou gh in the pas^ few 
m onths not to force collections. 
Althou gh the city cou ncil took no official ac­ 
tion, it was generally u nderstood that the sen.*- 
m ent of those present wou ld be u sed in cor­ 
recting the ills that hav e been brou ght abou t by 
the depression and u nemploy ment. 
Welfare workers and others agreed that in 
times of su ch pov erty , that electricity is not a 
necessity , bu t a lu x u ry . It was considered u nju st 
to ex pect those who do pay their bills, to be bin - 
dened to the ex tent of hav ing to carry the ex ­ 
pense of those who do not pay . 
The cou ncil will likely follow tne su ggestion 
made by the grou p as pertaining to water. This 
is a hu m an thing to do. Sanitation and health 
cannot be sacrificed at the ex pense of those u n­ 
able to pay . With electricity , it is different. Other 
su bstitu tes may be had, bu t there is no su bsti­ 
tu te for good water. 


THE GOOD BOOK 
An English periodical has receiv ed a com­ 
mu nication from a reader in which he sets forth 
that after many months of indu striou s stu dy of 
the Bible he has discov ered that it contains 3.- 
56S.380 letters, 810,97 6 words, 31,17 5 v erses, that 
the name of Cocl occu rs 4 6.627 times, that the 
21st v erse of the sev enth chapter of Ezra con­ 
tains all the letters of the alpnabet, and pie- 
sents mu ch other cu riou s information concerning 
the scriptu res. 
These facts are of little importance in them ­ 
selv es, bu t are interesting as a rev elation of the 
strong hold that the Bible has on the affections 
of the people. Cou nting the letters in the Book 
was manifestly a labor of lov e on the part of 
the compiler. It is impossible to conceiv e of 
any other v olu me of like size ex ercising s© pow­ 
erfu l a fascination tiiat any one wou ld want to 
cou nt the letters. 
And it shou ld be borne in mind in considering 
the su bject that while nobody , perhaps, ev er 
made a compilation of ,this sort before thou ­ 
sands hav e stu died the Bible ju st as painstak­ 
ingly in other way :. There are well au then­ 
ticated cases of men who hav e committed the 
whole of the New Testament to memory . John 
Mu ir, the natu ralist, not only learned the New 
Testament by heart bu t the greater part of the 
Old in addition. 
It is no wonder that a book which is so great­ 
ly lov ed shou ld continu e, thou sands of y ears aft­ 
er it was first written, to be the best seller. 


WHAT PRICE PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE? 
The Philippine measu re seems to be a piece of 
ov er-enthu siastic legislation on the part of 
those who are responsible for it, and a prize mis­ 
take of Congress in passing it ov er the v eto of 
President Hoov er. The bill was promptly v etoed 
by the President and ju st as promptly repassed 
by the req u ired majority in both hou ses to make 


it a law. 
Of cou rse the welfare and freedom of the in­ 
habitants of the Philippines shou ld be ju stly 
considered, as this cou ntry has tried to do since 
it took these islands u nder its protectiv e care. 
It can’t be denied that United States control has 
been responsible for the greatest of improv e­ 
ments in ev ery way . We hav e protected them, 
established law and order, fostered their inter­ 
ests and nu rtu red their bu siness enterprises. 
Certainly this cou ntry has its rights there, con­ 
sidering all this. There is some indebtedness 
which mu fet ex ist. Bu t u nder the prov isions of 
the present measu re, all consideration has been 
disregarded. 
It perpetu ates ou r responsibility to the islands, 
particu larly du ring a critical period of world 
affairs, bu t decidedly redu ces ou r ability to fu l- | 
fill them. It leav es that far off cou ntry as an 
ex posed ou tpost, open for attack and depriv e^ 
u s of the ability to defend it. Tru e, the Philip- i 
pines hav e gained their freedom in the literal 
sense of the word, by the action that has been I 
taken, bu t at what price to this cou ntry and to 
the dev elopment of that cou ntry ? 
There is no ju stification for su ch an action on 
the part of Congress if that au gu st body has 
the u nderstanding of the condition of the islands 
cr the international statu s of the Near East, 
and they shou ld hav e if they are to serv e this 
cou ntry as a gov erning body . The passing of the 
measu re signifies either ignorance or indiffer­ 
ence to ou r international welfare. 
One hopefu l ou tlook on the situ ation is tha r 
the Philippine legislativ e body mu st ratify the 
act before it is adopted, and those that arc in a 
position to know predict that they will hav e the 
good sense to tu rn it down, which is ardently 
hoped.
